Chicago, May 27—The action of 


the Building Trades' asoselaUon in 
discontinuing thelir contributions |to 
the teamsters' strike fund is regard- 
ed as a serious blow to the teamsters 
in. the conduct, of their strike.

withdrawal of the support is said to 
be ilue to the controversy between 
the teamsters aiul the structural iron- 
workers, who claim tlie''-teumsters are 
in the habit of handling iron after 
delivery when it should have been 
turned over to the other -union. 


No Extension 


Aside from a few small concerns 


Uiere. is no material extension of'the 
strike today. 
Attorneys for the un- 


ions are preparing to ask for-a writ 
of habeas corpus for James -H. Dona- 
hue and Bernard Mulligan, two union 


• men sentenced to jail for contempt 


of court-in refusing to answer ques- 
tions. The examination of President 
Shea will continue before Mastery of 
'Chancery Sherman on Monday. There 
are no signs of any settlement.

Chicago Thursday night, xtul it may 
have been merely a coincidence that 
he,became In a hurry to-muke his de- 
parture just after the statement of 
Senator Platt, president of the United 
States Express company, putting a 
quietus on,all hopes of. settling the 
strike thrqugh some concession to the 
express drivers' demands, : was tele- 
graphed from New York. 


At the conclusion of the proceed- 


ings before Judge Kohlsa&t Thurs- 
day afternoon Barry confided to At- 
torney Levy Mayer that he had im- 
portant business out of town, and that 
he wanted to get away on the flrst 
train. He asked as a favor that ho 
be excused from appearing in court 
Friday. 
Mr. Mayor wanted him oa 


the stand again, however, but prom- 
ised to get through with him as quick- 
ly as possible. 


Outside of New York and Boston in 


the east. Kansas City in the west is 
regarded as a field where the unions 
nflght strive to spread the sympa- 
thetic strike, so that eventually Chi- 
cago might become simply the central 
point of a war area extending over a 
vast territory. 


May Indict Leaders Again, 


More Indictments against President 


Shea and a number of other strike 
leaders may be voted by the grand 
jury next week. 
The indictments re- 


tura.ed by the, previous grand jury 


against' Sfiea and' e'leven otfier labor 
loaders were for conspiracy against 
Ward & Co., but since the. spread of 
the strike, it is said, these men are 
equally 
indictable for 
establishing 


boycotts against a number of other 
firms. 


Demands from both sides of the 


controversy for an opportunity to pre- 
sent evidence of alleged unlawful acts 
have been so great' that the grand 
jury next Monday will begin a thor- 
ough inquiry into all phases of the 
strike conditions. 


Labor leaders will ask the grand 


Jury to f\nd true bills against the offi- 
cials of the various railway express 
companies on the charge' of "black- 
listing." 
It"-Is reported that Business 


Agent Barry hag had somo of the 
strikers working as detectives and 
that he will try to prove that an un- 
lawful agreement exists among the 
managers of the companies barring 
from employment any of the man 
who went on strike. 


Much evidence, it is said, will be 


presented by the employers' associa- 
tion to show the exfstence' of violence 
and 
intimidation 
against 
nonunion 


drivers. 


Violence In Lumber District. 


Violence—at a minimum for several 


•days previous—broke out in the lum- 
ber district and kept Assistant Chief 
Schiiottler's flying squadrons busy. 
. 
The whole system of provisional po- 


lice Is roundly condemned by the em- 
ployers' officials, and the Inference 
Is that the employing interests believo 
that uniformed troops are the sole sal- 
vation for the coutinuance of-industry. 


"We had 120 men we might have as- 


signed the lumbermen as drivers," 
said Victor' W. Sincere .'of the".em- 
ployers' association, "but the/ firms 
•will not accept them as long as they 
are liable to be stoned and killed. 
More men are coming, and Monday we 
will try to put 500 drivers at.work In 
the, lumber district. It remains to be 
seem what the local authorities can 
do to afford .protection," 


"I have filled every requisition for 


policemen," said Chief O'Neill.. "Firms 
may claim they cannot get al! the po- 
licemen they»want, but if I were to 
grant every requisition according-to 
the desires of hysterical people I 
would never be able io fill the bill. 
Wagons are being protected by one 
policeman, -but some of the mer- 
chants want five or six for one, wag- 
on." 


Unions Are at Out«. 


While the teamsters say they are 


fighting 'for justice, their treatment of 
other unions came in for. severe,, cen- 
sure at the iands of the Associated 
Building Trades 
of 
:Cook' 'county. 


Members of the Safe and Machinery 
Movers' Union; who 'were affiliated 
with the teamsters, are accused of 
erecting 
certain . machinery 
after 


hauling ft to. new buildings, thereby 
depriving a sister union of the work, 
and a motion was adopted withhold- 
ing moral and financial aid from the 
teamsters until such time, as they 
make their peace with the building 
trades unions. 


A half-dozen of the building trades 


unions have- been compelled in the 
past to call strikes where the safe 
and machinery movers' local erected 
the machinery, and sucn strikes are 
now on at the Northwestern Railroad 
building and at the Chicago Savings 
Bank 
building, State and Madison 


streets.

The Elevator Constructors' Union 


has been at war with this local of the_ 
teamsters for nearly two years, be- 
cane the teamsters always placed or 
erected the elevator material;. they 
hauled to new' buildings; while' the 
carpenters went on strike more than 
a year ago when this same local of 
teamsters, after hauling material to 
the Garfleld Park -terminal of the 
Metropolitan elevated' road, erected 
the scaffolding and other necessary 
appliances and forced' the carpenters 
off the job. The carpenters afterward 
secured this work.

LOWJJRADE MILK 


F. Rosslter of-Town of. Magnolia, 


Has To Pay $25 for Cooling 


Fluid withjce. 


F Rosslter of the town of Magnolia 


pleaded guilty in municipal court this 
morning to the charge of selling milk 
that did not come up to test and paid 
the minimum fine of '$25: - Another 
dairyman was brought into court but 
owing to some ' misunderstanding re- 
garding- the findings at Madison, his 
case'was adjourned. If Mr. Rossiter's 
statements are correct.the law works' 
a great hardship on him in this in- 
stance. 
In order to keep his milk 


cool he used a piece of ic.e and the 
small quantity o£ water 
that 
came 


from it when It melted was sufficient, 
apparently, to lower It below the test 
limit.' Inasmuch as the dairies are 
supposed to test all the milk they buy, 
pay-for it according to its.test value, 
and are not. obliged to buy1 if it is too 
"thin," It would seem that great In- 
justice is done the .dealer who offers 
it for sale without knowing that it 
is defflclent and is then compelled to 
pay a heavy fine for so doing, ^ore- 
over, the dealer who peddles milk to 
customers who are unable to 
make 


any tests escapes interference unless 
the health officer chooses -to experi- 
ment, -which he seldom does, while 
the man who sells to the dairy- which 
is amply protected by its testing facil- 
ities, has to suffer if there is any- 
thing wrong with the milk lie sells. 
Low grade milk may come from the 
best cow if its food happens to be 
poor for a few days and it may fre- 
quently happen-.that the best grade. 
of fodder or pasture is not to be ob- 
tained in..a given .instance.

SENT FROM SWEDEN 


Received by Paul Iverson. and Will 


Be Placed on Grave of the 


Late Haakon Ringer 


Paul -Iverson, 21G South Academy 


street, has received a beautiful wreath 
of flowers and foliage from Sweden," 
which was sent to be placed on- the 
grave of the late Haakon S. Ringer, 
who, 
it will be remembered, was kill- 


ed In an a;uto accident at Chicago 
Heights a little over a year ago. The 
young man was speeding homeward 
in his car about eight in the evening 
and turning from the middle of a 
rural road to-avoid a -collision with 
a farmer's wagon, ran into the ditch, 
overturning the machine. 
He was 


pinned underneath and drowned in the 
water 
standing., along the highway. 


The young man's 
remains

brought to this city and interred in 
the cemetery here, being a nephew 
of Mr. Iverson.

-It is tied with an ex- 
ceptionally wide black ribbon on the 
ends of which are prettily inscribed 
in tho Scandinavian language: "From 
sorrowing parents, brothers and sis- 
ter" and "Our not forgotten Haakon." 
The immortelles are a never wither- 
ing flower grown in so.uthcrn France 
and the hot-houses of northern Europe 
and predominated in the --floral trib- 
utes of Queen Victoria at the time 
of her death.

pared by a Stockholm florist, two 
brothers of the -deceased being stu- 
dents in the university there.

IS NOWJJUSPECTED 


Thought To Have Done, the Job at 


the Recent Beloit Silk 


Robbery, 


•It is my opinion that 'Bloomington 


Red' and John'Hess, the famous silk 
thieves, are on the rampage again, 
said A. N. Sort of Beloit, who is at. 
the Hotel Pflster in Milwaukee. The 
dry-goods establishment of the Bort- 
Bailey. company, with which I am con- 
nected .in Beloit, was looted on Wed- 
nesday' night of a quantity of silk 
aggregating in value 
about 
$2000, 


and the manner in which the burglary 
was committed and the select quality 
of the goods taken, leads me to be- 
lieve ithat it is the work of the lam- 
ous pair of thieves. 
; 
"My store was robbed of valuable 


silks twice in 1900, the- goods taken 
being of the most costly quality and 
being worth over $6,000. It was the 
theory of the police at the time that 
Bloomington Red' did the job. After 
the second robbery I had the silk 
storeroom of the Store lined with 
sheet iron. 
On Wednesday night the 


invaders .tried to cut through this 
sheet iron three times, and failing, 
they broke down the door. 
It must 


have been getting late and almost 
daylight'when they finally made an 
entrance, because they did not clean 
us out as thoroughly as in the other 
two- instances. •

alias

Wilson, is one of the slickest silk 
thieves in the business. 
He has al- 


ways been more or less immune from 
conviction because, even when cap- 
tured'with the dry-goods on him it Is 
exceedingly hard to identify silks, as 
the law holds neces'sary. 


"In 1901 he was convicted with .his 


partner, John Hess, and given an in- 
determinate sentence at Joliet, from 
which penitentiary the pair are now 
out on parole. Silk stores in Madison, 
Wis., and in Dubuque and Cedar Rap- 
ids, 
la., have been recently robbed, 


and .this leads me to' believe that 
Wilson and H'ess are up to their 
old tricks again."
